Abtaham Rife, living not far from 
town, had an experience during his 
weekly 
visit to Gettysburg 
which 
came near resulting disastrously and 
would doubtless have done so had 
parties not discovered him in time. 
Mr. Rife started driving on the 
Western Maryland railroad track when 
be was ready to go home hut was soon 
stopped there and given time for rctiec 
tion 
Later it was thought that he 
would lie in condition to proceed on 
his way and 
he started out again. 
This time be

tracks and was driving north just 
about the time for the arrival of the 
afternoon 
passenger train, 
charles

got him away.
